Valley Free School Talcing Enrollmenfs 


The Valley Free School is 
founded on the Summerhill 
approach. This approach has 
at its foundation' “ma’king 
the school fit the child” 
rather than “making the 
child fit the school.” 

Students will be given 
freedom to attend classes, to 
study, to work and to learn, 
but they will also be given 
the freedom not to do these 
things. This philosophy is 
based on experience at Sum- 
mehill that has shown that 
students allowed to pursue 
this path often excel in aca¬ 
demics. 

"Freedom” at Valley Free 
School is defined as "living 
your own life.” “License” is 
interfering with some one 
else’s freedom. At Valley 
Free School freedom is en¬ 
couraged, license is not. 

Emphasis will be placed 
an community living — ex¬ 
ercising one’s freedom and 
allowing others to do the 
same. All control will come 
from the community which 
is composed of the students 
and the staff. Each member 
of the community will have 
one vote, regardless of his 
position in the community. 
Rules and their violation, 
punishment and social prob¬ 
lems will be handled by the 
,school community as a 
whole.

Taxes Go Up and Up!

THINGS TO comp:: — Robert Ransom, president of 
the United Teachers of Los Angeles, (UTLA) has an¬ 
nounced his organization is after a candidate to replace 
Dr. Robert E. Kelly, School Superintendent, and his or¬ 
ganization is now preparing to elect its own private school 
board next year. It will first level its guns at Los Angeles 
Board member J. C. Chambers who refused to vote for 
unconditional surrender of the Los Angeles Unified School 
District to Ransom’s union. 

Next, the union will try to re-elect Board members 
Hardy, Nava, Doctor and Gardiner who back the union 
to the hilt in all of its demands, and who voted unlimited 
taxpayer money to create the dictatorship. 

Ransom added the union will not confine its poltical 
action to School Board members but will pour money 
and precinct workers in to elect subservient legislators, 
electing its friends and defeating all others. A union foe 
is anyone who refuses to bow meekly to the union demands 
or to breathe one word of independence. The object is to 
create a total political dictatorship. 

At a meeting of the National Educational Associaiton 
in San Francisco, which Ransom described, NEA presi¬ 
dent George Fischer predicted the teachers union will be¬ 
come the largest and most influential national political 
force, greased with a $1 billion a year "slush” fund. This 
money is to be raised by a compulsory deduction from' 
every teacher’s salary of about $135 a year. The union 
expects to force the school boards over the country to 
deduct this money for the union, and to raise the teachers’ 
salaries enough to pay the deduction. In this way the tax* 
payers are to bo forced to pay the union costs from a 
compulsory raise in taxes. 

Taxpayers are expected to be gagged and silenced 
as to what they must pay or to have any voice at ail 
in the schools. Taxpayers are to be obedient staves to a 
political elite privileged class headed by one Donald Mor¬ 
rison, San Diego, who is to be the new Dictator of the 
tax slaves everywhere in America. 

The drive for this dictatorship will be “keep politics 
out of the schooi systems” on the not unfounded hope 
that no matter how big the lie, it can be sold to the gul¬ 
lible is repeated often enough. 

If the union succeeds tlie cost lo the average home 
owner for school taxes will go up about $500 each year 
from now on.

SENSING THE NEWS 
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AROUND THE 

While millions of Ameri¬ 
cans are deeply concerned 
about the flood of poro.no- 
graphy and demand' legisla¬ 
tion to drive smut peddlers 
out of business, a presiden¬ 
tial commission has recom¬ 
mended that all laws 
against pornography be re¬ 
pealed. 

The 18-member commis¬ 
sion (17 appointed by former 
President Johnson and one 
by President Nixon) pro¬ 
posed that the United States 
adopt laws as favorable as 
Denmark’s. Today, Denmark 
is the capital of the smut 
trade. Pornographic book.s, 
films and materials are sold 
openly in shops on main 
.streets and exported over¬ 
seas. 

The commi.ssion specifical¬ 
ly recommended repeal of 
all federal, .state and local 
laws against .showing and 
selling of pornogr a p h i c 
films, books and other ma¬ 
terial to adults. It said: 
"The commission is of the 
view that it is exceedingly 
unwi.se to attempt to legis¬ 
late individual moral vaPjes 
and .standards.” No doubt 
the vast majority of decent 
citizens are shocked at the 
recommendations of the 
panel o.stabli.shed by Presi¬ 
dent Johnson and dismayed 
by its faultv logic. 

Public authorities can’t be 
unconcerned with pub 1 i c 
morality. ’The moral fiber of 
the nation is a legitimate 
public and governmental 
concern and always has 
been viewed in that light. If 
the commi.ssion’s recom¬ 
mendations were approved, 
the Congress would be giv¬ 
ing legislative sanction to 
immorality. 

In defending its proposals, 
a member of the President’s 
Commission on Pornography 
.said -sex crimes in Denmark 
declined 31 per cent after 
legalization of pornography. 
Whether this .statistic is ac¬ 
curate, one cannot say

What is clear is that the 
people of Denmark have 
been exposed' to a flood of 
sick and perverted material. 
The psychological impact of 
that material on Danes now 
growing to maturity is likely 
to be grave indeed. 

No Western society, based 
on Christian values, has 
been exposed to pathological 
erotic material in such enor¬ 
mous quantities. It is ques¬ 
tionable that Christian mor¬ 
ality in Denmark can sur¬ 
vive the legalizat i o.n of 
morally depraved material. 

Very properly, the U.S. 
Congress is indignant about 
the conclusions of the com¬ 
mission appointed by Presi¬ 
dent Johnson. Only a few 
weeks ago, Congress gave 
overwhelmin^r approval to a 
bill (H.R. 110,32) designed 
"to prohibit the knowing de¬ 
posit in the mail for trans¬ 
port in interstate commerce” 
of unsolicited salacious ad¬ 
vertising. The penalty for 
this, as approved by Con¬ 
gress, i.s a fine of not more 
than $.50,000 or imprison'* 
ment or not more than five 
years — on the fist offense. 
Obvibu.sly, Congress is de¬ 
termined to crack down on 
smut peddlens. 

In advocating pa.ssago of 
this bill, U.S. Rep. William 
E. Minshall (R-Ohio) told of 
the methods of the smut 
peddlers, saying: "The pan- 
derers of poron o g r a p h y 
glean names from news¬ 
papers, magazines, school, 
club, and even church ros¬ 
ters.” 

Though tire Commission 
on Pornography wants to 
give smut peddlers a green 
light, the American people 
think otiierwise. In the last 
two years, the U.S. Post 
Office has received 459,129 
complaints from citizens 
who have been the target of 
the .smut peddlers’ mail ar- 
vertising campaigns.

The first complete overhaul of the U.S. Post Office 
since it was established 181 years ago is now in the works. 

Wliat will it moan for the letter-writing public? Hope¬ 
fully a good many welcome things eventually. Predictaby, 
however, the first effect will be an increase in what it 
costs us to mail a first class letter. The cost is expected 
to go from 6 to 8 cents by next summer. Costs of other 
types of mail will increase, too; although airmail is ex¬ 
pected to stay at 10 cents until it is abolished as a sep¬ 
arate delivery category. 

The predicted now first class service will have two 
levels, Washington observers say: priority mail, to bo 
moved by the fastest means available, carrying a special 
stamp, and ordinary mail, which would be handled as 
first class mail is now. 

There are many Innovations proposed with a view 
to speeding communication. One is the "mailgram,” which 
would be a letter sent by wire and described by the 
planners as "faster than the fa.stest letter and cheaper 
than the cheapest telegram.” What that would do to the 
famous slogan "Don’t Write — Telegraph” they don’t say.

The People Must Know I

More than two years ago I began telling public offi¬ 
cials in California that they were bankrupting the govern¬ 
ment and the taxpayers, especially the property taxpayers 
by excessive spending. 

As I went from town to town trying to ring the 
warning bell, most office holders simply yawned and said 
"We’ve heard that before,” even their faces showed no 
official worry. 

As the months went by I kept repeating the story, 
like a broken record, but to no avail. No expense was 
cut. All spending was raised. All taxes went up. No taxes 
wont down. 

From all political sides I was told there is nothing 
we can do. The people demand the services and we must 
raise the taxes for what the people want. No one ever 
defined who the wanters were but each demand that was 
set soon doubled. 

But public officials carefully insulate themselves from 
the money troubles of the taxpayer. If they expect a 
5 per cent cost of living raise, they provide themselves a 
10 per cent raise in advance to meet it. The Congress 
raised its pay 47 per cent at one whack. Public officials 
cushion themselves very well against want. 

But no one ever hears a public demand to raise elected 
officials’ salaries. 

Now the crisis I tried so hard to warn about is hero. 
Los Angeles County, as well as many other counties and 
districts are announcing that they are broke. But again, 
they hope to bail themselves out with a whopping tax 
raise, especially on property. But this time they will find 
that most property taxpayers are broke too. Confiscatorp 
taxes have already drained them dry. 

Today almost 40 per cent of the earnings of every 
person who works for a living is taken from him by 
taxes. Despite this, anyone who tries to reverse the situa¬ 
tion and lower the tax take is met by a barrage of abuse 
from most of the television, radio and press. This is called 
freedom of speech in a democracy. 

But we will soon get a hard lesson of what happens 
to a nation which changes from a representative Repub¬ 
lic to a Democracy. We will soon understand why history 
reveals that no Democracy ever governed itself success¬ 
fully. We will soon learn that as long as we remained a 
representative Republic we advanced and progressed. We 
will soon learn that when a simple majority of one can 
impose its will on the producers of a nation, government 
becomes the master, not the servant of the people. ’The 
founders of this Republic knew that a Democracy could 
not work. They rejected it. We have yet to find it out, 
but we will.

This is 
true of the United States as 
well as other capital i s t 
countries .... 

"The life of the working 
class woman and poor farm¬ 
er’s wife is one of drudgery 
and exploitation. Capitalism 
sees in her mainly a breeder 
of wage slaves and soldiers. 
’The boasted American home, 
enslaving the woman 
through, her economic infer¬ 
iority and her children, 
makes her dependent upon 
her husband. On all sides 
she confronts medieval sox 
taboos, a.ssiduously cultivat¬ 
ed by the church. State and 
bourgeois moralists. When 
she goes into industry she 
has to toil for from a third 
to a half less than the male 
worker; she works at a kill¬ 
ing pace under unhealthful 
conditions and she is barred 
from many occupations .un¬ 
der the hypocritical and re¬ 
actionary slogan, ‘the wo¬ 
man’s place is in the home.’ 

"The proletarian revolu¬ 
tion will profound'ly change 
all this. The American So¬ 
viet government will imme¬ 
diately set about liquidating 
the elaborate network of 
slavery in which woman is 
enmeshed. She will be freed 
economically, politically and 
socially. 'The USSR shows 
the general lines along 
which the emanicipation of 
woman will also proceed in 
a Soviet America.” 

All of Foster’s statements 
on this subject cannot be In¬ 
cluded here. But if you are 
interested, and you should 
be, read the book, “Toward 
a Soviet America,” by one¬ 
time head of the American 
Branch of the Communist 
Party, William Z. Foster.

"The truth about mari¬ 
juana is being withheld 
from the public,” state.s 
Henry L. Giordano of the 
Federal Bureau of Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs, ad¬ 
ding that some self-appoint¬ 
ed authorities are apparent¬ 
ly playing down the real 
dangers of marijuana use 
So that the nation may be 
sleeping while our younger 
generation “tunes In” on 
pot! 

After 15 years of research 
and' eight years lecturing 
and writing on the illegal 
sale and use of drugs and 
narcotics, I know it is juve¬ 
nile and foolish to minimize 
the effect that the drug use 
has on the human body and 
mind. This especially per¬ 
tains to marijuana. It i.s 
necessary to depend on the 
most reliable sources avail¬ 
able. Never repeat state¬ 
ments made by novices, 
head'line seekers, and sen¬ 
sationalists. There are too 
many people speaking out 
loudly in support of libera¬ 
lizing the laws on mari¬ 
juana violation. 

MARIJUANA LEADS TO 
MORE ADDICTIVE DRUGS 
AND NARCO’nCS 

The book, "The United 
Nations and Narcotic 
Drugs,” refers to the Can¬ 
nabis or the resin from the 
marijuana plant as a nar¬ 
cotic drug. It says further, 
“In many countries the 
abuse of cannabis gives rise 
to a problem, not only be¬ 
cause it is In itself danger¬ 
ous, but also because it only 
too frequently loads to very 
much more serious drug ad¬ 
diction, particularly to hero¬ 
in addiction.” 

Marijuana is more speci¬ 
fically described in the “The 
Textbook of Pharma co g - 
nosy,” by Herber W. Young- 
Ken, A.M., P.hm, M., Ph.D., 
Sc.D. Dr. YcningKcn states 
that, “Marijuana is a cere¬ 
bral stimulant, analges i c, 
narcotic, delirilacient. It was 
formerly used as a sedative 
in migraine, neuralgia, hys¬ 
teria, cramps, spasm o d 1 c 
cough, and in preparations 
for intestinal disorders.” The 
use of cannabis and its rela¬ 
tive components has been 
discontinued' because medi¬ 
cal science has proven it has 
no medical value.

DO NOT BE MISLED 

Know the truth about 
marijuana, do not fall into 
the trap from which many 
people have tried ,unsuc¬ 
cessfully to recover. Many 
doctors are retracting their 
former statements support¬ 
ing lenient laws and the ef¬ 
fort to minimize the effects 
of marijuana on the human 
mind and body. 

Pushers of marijuana are, 
in my opinion, more dan¬ 
gerous than mad dogs. They 
frequently spread their con- 
tagent among hundreds of 
people before they are ap¬ 
prehended.

There is 
actually no connection, and 
no parallel whatsoever be¬ 
tween use of tobacco and 
alcohol, and the use of mari- 
jiuana. 

HEED ’THIS WARNING: 

"The only way to avoid 
ending up as a drug addict 
is to use plai.n common- 
sense . . . and not to start. 
You do not learn to keep 
away from addiction by ex¬ 
perimenting with it. If you 
do experiment, it will more 
than likely got a strangle¬ 
hold on you. 

“Ordinarily, a you-ngster 
is tempted first with 
marijuana cigarettes. H e 
may not even know they are 
dope. Most teenage addicts 
start by smoking marijuana 
cigarettes. Never let any¬ 
one persuade you to smoke 
even one marijuana ciga¬ 
rette. It is pure poison. And 
then someone, usually an 
older person who is already 
addicted, makes it easy to 
try heroin;” concludes the 
Bureau of Narcotics’ Mr. 
Giordano.
